Stations for Hudson Bay 

MOOSONEE, ONT.—A chain of 
radio-telephone stations is to be set 
up along the bleak coast of Hudson 
bay by Father Schulte, German 
“Flying Priest of the Arctic.” 

The new stations, which will be 
paid for from proceeds of lectures 
given by Father Schulte in Canada 
and the United States, will be at 
Fort Albany, Attawapiskat, East 
Main, Fort George, Churchill and 
Igloo Inlet. 

The “‘flying priest’ serves 1,500,- 
000 square miles in fhe Arctic and 
sub-Arctic, and the stations will aid 
him considerably in his work. 


Whales Are Turned 


Into Radio Stations 
WASHINGTON.— Development 
of a device which makes floating 
radio stations out of whales was 
reported by the commerce de- 
partment. 

Because many whales are lost 
by whaling expeditions after they 
have been harpooned, due to fog 
conditions, the device, consisting 
of a miniature ultra-violet wave 
radio transmitter mounted at the 
upper end of a flag harpoon, is 
now being used to mark the posi- 
tion of a dead whale. A Nor- 
wegian wireless operator was 
credited with the idea.

45,000-Ton Dreadnaughts 
Envisioned as Most 


Deadly of Craft. 


WASHINGTON.—High naval of- 
ficiais believe~funds will be made 
available next year for the construc- 
tion of two 45,000-ton superdread- 
envisioned as the most 
deadly warships ever launched. 

Because of radical changes in de- 
sign and construction of new battle- 


naughts, 


se!s would be equivalent in striking 
power and over-all size of 60,000-ton 


| men-of-war built along the lines of 


present day dreadnaughts to be laid 


down by naval construction experts. | 


Japan Building Three. 


Japan reportedly has under con- | 


struction three 46,000-ton dread- 
naughts, but the navy department 
has no accurate information on the 
island empire’s building program. 
If President Roosevelt asks con- 
gress for money to begin construc- 
tion of two 45,000-ton ships at the 
next session of congress the United 
States would be the first known 
power to launch a program of su- 
perwarships. 

Navy authorities do not believe 
that France intends to build to the 
tonnage limit of the recently con- 
cluded Anglo - Franco - American 
treaty, and Great Britain reported- 
ly is not yet definitely decided on its 
future battleship building course. It 
is believed that the next dread- 
naughts to be laid down by Britain 
will be of 40,000 tons. 


Plans Being Drawn. 


Meanwhile, the United States navy 
drafting division is going ahead with 
plans for the superwarships and 
they shculd be completed in time to 
start construction this time next 
year. 

Although all details of the plans 
are being kept secret, it is under- 
stood that special attention is being 
given to means of increasing battle- 
ship speed to at least 33 knots and 
possibly more under forced draft. 
The two battleships now under con- 
struction, the North Carolina and 
Washington of 35,000 tons each, are 
expected to have speeds of about 
2742 knots. 

Funds are available to begin work 
on four other battleships. Although 
the President has authority to order 
them built to the 45,000-ton limit, it 
is generally believed they will be 
of the North Carolina-Washington 
class, with a few changes in the 
hull and propelling machinery to in- 
crease speed. These vessels prob- 
ably will be on the ways before 
the end of this year, depending upon 
available facilities and the number 
of bids received from private com- 
panies.

Survey Reports China in as 
Good Shape as Japan 
To Continue War. 


SAN FRANCISCO. — Huge pur- 
chases of China’s silver reserves by 
the U. S. treasury have been one 
of the prime factors in enabling Chi- 
na to maintain its resistance to the 
Japanese invasion, according to a 
survey of the Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations. 

As a result the institute finds that 
China is in just as good shape finan- 
cially for continuing the war as Ja- 
pan, and possibly even better. 

jpeour shows an indication of be- 
ing near the point of financial ex- 
fecaton, although the institute be- 
lieves China in the end will be forced 
to resort to inflation. 

“No statements have ever been is- 
sued,’’ the survey states, ‘‘to show 
how much silver has actually been 
taken over, but the silver deals be- 
tween the U. S. treasury and Chi- 
nese authorities have been so com- 
prehensive that little Chinese silver 
has been sold on the open market 
since transactions between the two 
governments were first initiated. 
The price paid the Chinese appar- 
ently has been higher than that pre- 
vailing in the open market.”’ 

Silver Sold to Treasury. 

The institute finds that since No- 
vember, 1935, when China was 
forced off the silver standard owing 
to the United States’ action in ar- 
bitrarily boosting the price of sil- 
ver to 45 cents an ounce, the Chi- 


nese fiscal authorities have handled es - ; 
iz ieadership in the CIO”, and gained 


roughly 1,200,000,000 Chinese dol- 
lars. 

At the United States price of 45 
cents per ounce this makes a total 


of 430,000,000 U. S. dollars. Most of 
this, the institute says, has been 
sold to the U. S. treasury. Nearly
